Chicago, Dec. 30.— -Three hundred peo- 
ple were killed in ten minutes this af- 
ternoon during a lire in the Iroquois the- 
atre, the newest, the largest and us far 
us human power could make it, the saf- 
est theatre in Chicago. A few of those 
people were burned to death by fire, 
many were suffocated by gas and scores 
wero trampled to death in the panic 
that followed the mad plunge of the 
frightened audience for the exits. 

It will be many hours before the 
number of dead is accurately known 
and many days before nil of them will 
be identified. There are bodies lying by 
dozens in the undertaking rooms tonight, 
in tlie police stations and in the hospi- 
tals, from which nearly everything that 
could reveal their identity had been 
burned or torn. 

The accounts of the origin of the lire 
are conflicting, but the best reason 
given is that an electric wire on the 
tower part of a piece of drop scenery 
suddenly broke and was grounded. The 
lire spread rapidly toward the front of 
the stage, causing the members of the 
chorus, who were then engaged in the 
performance, to flee to the wings with 
screams of terror. The lire in itself 
up to that time was not serious, and 
possibly could have been checked bad 
not the asbestos curtain failed to work. 
As soon as the fire was discovered Eddie 
Foy, the chief comedian of the com- 
pany, shouted to lower the curtain, and 
this was immediately done. That drop- 
ped half way and then stuck. The 
iire thus was given practically a flue 
through which a strong draught was 
setting aided by the doors, which bad 
been thrown open in the front of the 
theatre. With a roar and a bound the 
flames set through the opening over the 
heads of the people on the first floor, 
and, reaching clear up to those in the 
first balcony, caught them and burned 
them to death where they sat. Immedi- 
ately following this rush of flames there 
came an explosion, which lifted the en-

GAS EXPLOSION. 

Ic is believed that the explosion was 
caused by the flames coming in contact 
with the" gas reservoirs of the theatre, 
causing them to burst. 

Will .7. Davis, manager of the theatre, 
said after the catastrophe that if the 
people had remained in their seats and 
nail not been excited by the cry of iire 
not a single life would have been lost. 

This, liowever, is contradicted by the 
statements of firemen, who found num- 
bers of people seated in their seats 
facing toward the stage, as if the per- 
formance was still going on, and it is 
the opinion of the liremen that these 
persons had been suffocated at once by 
the How of gas which came from behind 
the asbestos curtain. 

As near as can be estimated at the 
present time, about 1,1500, people were 
in the theatre, Three hundred of these 
were on the first floor, and the remaind- 
er being in the balconies and in the 
hallways back of them. The theatre 
is modelled after the Opera Comique in 
Paris, and from the rear of eac-h balcony 
there are three doors leading out to pas- 
sage ways toward the front of the the- 
atre; two of these doorways are at the 
end of the balcony and one in the cen- 
tre. The audience, in its rush for the 
outer air, seems to have chosen, for 
the greater part, to Hee to the left 
entrance ami to attempt to make its 
way down the eastern stairway leading 
into the lobby of the theatre. 

Outside of the people burned and suf- 
focated b.v gas, it was in those two door- 
ways on. the first and second balconies 
that the greatest loss of life occurred. 
When the firemen entered the building 
the dead were found stretched in a pile 
reaching from the le ad of the stairway 
at least eight feet from the door, back 
to a point" about live feet in the rear 
of the door. This mass of dead bodies 
in the centre of the doorway reached 
to within two feet of the top of the 
passageway. All of the corpses at Ibis 
point were women and children. Che 
light, for life which must have taken 
place at these two points, is something 
that is simply beyond hitman power lo 
adequately describe. Only a faint idea 
of its horror could be derived from tho- 
tin- bodies. There lay women

were crawling on their hands and knees 
over the bodies of those who had died 
before. Others, with arms stretched out 
in the direction toward which lay life 
and safety, holding in their hands frag- 
ments of garments which they had not 
thrown awav. They were evidently 
torn from the clothing of others whom 
they hail endeavored to pull down and 
trample under foot as they fought for 
their lives. 

IIOKItOUS AT EXITS. 
'As the police removed layer after 
layer of dead in those doorways, the 
sight became too much even for the 
police and firemen, hardened as they are 
to such sights, to endure. The bodies 
were in such an Inextricable mass and 
so tightly jammed between the sides of 
the door ami walls Chat it. was impos- 
sible to lift t hem one by one and carry 
them out. The only possible thing to 
do was to seize a limb or some other 
portion of the body and pull with main 
strength. Men worked at the task with 
tears" running down their cheeks, ami 
rescuers could be heard 



dently suffocated by gas. Others were 
bent over the backs of scabs where they 
had been thrown by the rush of people 
for the doors, and 1 killed with hardly a 
chance to rise from their seats. One 
man was found with his back bent 
nearly double, bis spinal column had 
been fractured as he was thrown back- 
wards. A woman was found cut nearly 
in half by the back of the seat, she 
having been forced over it. 

THAMl'LLSD TO PUI.P, 
In. the aisles nearest to the doors the 
scenes were harrowing in the extreme. 
Bodies lay in every conceivable attitude, 
half naked, the look on their faces re- 
vealing some portion of the agony which 
must have preceded their death. There 
wore scores of people whose entire faces 
had been trampled completely off by the 
heels of those who rushed over them, 
and in one aisle the body of a man was 
found with not n vestige of clothing, 
flesh or bone remaining' above his waist 
line. The entire upper portion of his 
body had been cut in two and carried 
away by the feet of those who bad. 
trampled on Jiim. A search was made 
with the hope of finding his 
head, but at n late hour it 
had not been discovered, and all that 
Will ever tell bis friends who he W4ts is 
the color and appearance of the clothing 
on the lower limbs, and this is in such 
a condition to be hardly recognizable. 

The theatre had beeu constructed but 
a short time, andl its equipment was 
not all yet in .place. This included, un- 
fortunately, a 'lire escape in the rear 
wf the building. The small iron balco- 
nies to which the iron ladder was to be 
attached were up, but the ladder had 
not yet beeu constructed. When the 
panic was at its height a great num- 
ber of women ran for the lire escapes 
only to find as they emerged from the 
Moorway upon the little platform that 
they were thirty to forty feet from the 
ground, a fire behind and no method 
of escape in front. Those who reached 
the platform first endeavored to bold 
the flooring and to keep the crowd that 
pressed upon them from the rear. The 
effort was utterly useless, and in a few 
moments the iron ledges were jammed 
with crowds of women who screamed, 
fought ami tore at each other like 
maniacs. This lasted but a brief inter- 
val and the rush from the interior of 
the building become so v violent that 
many of them were crowded off and fell 
to tho granite pavement below. Others 
.leaped from the platform, fracturing 
legs and arms, and two were picked up 
at this point with fractured skulls, hav- 
ing been killed instantly. 

FIGHT LIKE MANIACS. 
George II. Elliott, secretary of the 
Ogden Has Company, was in a build- 
ing directly across the alley from the 
scene, and' noticing smoke went to as- 
certain the cause. "When be reached 
tlie scene women were already dropping 
into the alley and Mr. Elliott imme- 
diately rushed for a ladder in the ef- 
fort to save as many as- possible. -No 
ladder was available and the only meth- 
od of assistance they were able to de- 
vise was to hurriedly throw some 
planks together and throw them across 
to. the frightened women on the plat- 
forms, with instructions to place the 
end firmly on tin.' woodwork. Before 
this could be done a fearful loss of 
time ensued and the Women were 
■being pushed every instant to the 
alley, and by the time the bridge was 
constructed few persons remained to 
take advantage of it. However about 
two dozen are believed to hare made 
their way across this narrow causeway. 

The members of the theatrical com- 
pany, being on the first Uoor, had com- 
paratively little difficulty in reaching 
the street, althoiigji their situation was 
for a moment highly critical because 
of the sliced with which the flames 
swept , through the mass of scenery in 
theories ami on the- stage. 
y' EDDIE EOY'S ACCOUNT. 

Eddie Foy, principal comedian in the 
play, was one of the last to escape by 
getting out through a rear door after 
assisting the women members of the 
company to safety. He went into the 
Sherman House In his stage costume 
and with his face covered with grease j 
paint in order to secure surgical attend- 
ance for some burns be had received', i 
In describing' the commencement of tlie 
'lire Foy attributed the catise of the 
catastrophe to the failure of the lire- j .

cause of this, he said, the flames readily 1 
obtained access to the main part of the 
theatre, and the draught, carrying with 
it. gas as well as fire, swept up the 
two balconies, where the loss of life 
was greatest. 

"The fire began in the middle of Wia 
second act," said Mr. Foy. "An electric 
wire broke, which grounded, and from 
this the flames were started' in the rear 
of the stage. The stage is unusually 
Wlde and there was so great a draught 
that the flames spread rapidly. Tbey 
soon attacked all the scenery in the 
rear of the house. I never believed it 
possible for fire to spread so quickly. 
When it started I went to the footlights, 
and, to prevent, alarming the audience, 
said (but there wits a slight blaze and 



front of the house. After the curtain 
had refused to descend, there came the 
explosion of tlie gas tanks and with 
*ht) curtain down all the lire and gas 
.would have been confined between the 
rear wall of the theatre and the Sire- 
proof curtain in front. Under these 
■circumstanced it would not have been 
possible for a single member of the 
company to escape alive unless he had 
been standing immediately in front of 
the door leading into the alley. As it 
was, the draught carried all" the gas 
and fire out beneath the curtain, and 
the company was saved, although their 
salvation was the death of so many 
■poor people in front." 
, Rarely in the history of Chicago lias 
its people beeu so stirred us by llie 
calamity n[ today. It is, next to the 
'.Chicago lire, the greatest catastrophe 
.that has; over occurred here, and the 
speed with which it came and Went, 
(seemed fo- a brief period to appall the 
business section of the city. The news 
spread with great rapidity, mid in a 
Short time hundreds of men, women 
•and children were rushing towards the 
■theatre. The building in "which tne ca- 
ilamity occurred stands midway between 
(Statu ami Dearborn streets, on the 
north side of Randolph street. 

Although every available policeman 
within call of the department was im- 
mediately hurried to the spot and men 
.'placed in lines from tlie ends of 'the 
block, allowing nobody to enter Ran- 
dolph street from either Dearborn or' 
(State, it was found' for a time, almost 
impossible to Hold back the frenzied 
mob that crowded forward, many ot 
them having a friend or relatives in, the 
theatre and being anxious to learu 
something of them. The conduct of the 
police was beyond all praise. The of- 
licers held their ground firmly, and 
gently pushed back all who sought to 
t'aiu an entrance to the theatre, al- 
though in instances frantic people anx- 
ious to look for their loved oues, ac- 
tually beat the officers with their fists 
in their rage at being prevented. In 
spito of the efforts of the police, how- 
over, a large number of people suc- 
ceeded in breaking through the lines 
and entering,

Both Embassies Express the 
Hope That War is Not 
Inevitable. 



London War Office Not Informed 
of Nature of Russia's 
Reply. 



' Washington, Dec. HO. — The Japanese 
minister to the United States called 
at the American state department today 
and reported that tlie situation In the 
Far Hast gives great concern and that 
Jp'i-an is preparing for the worst. 
. At the Russian embassy and at the 
Japanese legation tlie Associated 1'ress 
is Informed that the situation in tlie Far 
.East has entered upon a critical slate. 
iHoth the Russian ambassador, IC-ount 
Cassini, and Mr. Kogoro Takashira, the 
Japanese minister, express the- hope 
that war is not yet inevitable. Count 
Cassini goes further, and is of the opin- 
ion that the situation may yet be saved 
without resort to .'inns, but the- am- 
bassador bus no official advices on 
which to base the (belief, and it is ouly 
his personal view of tlie matter. 'Mr. 
Tukiishiru takes a more pessimistic 
view of the case. 

Russia and .lajian are receiving nu- 
merous letters from Americans <ill over 
the country offering services In the 
event of war. The Russian ambassa- 
dor and the Japanese minister are de- 
clining ail offers of assistance. At tlie 
Japanese legation the announcement is 
•authorized tliat for many days Mr. 
Tnkashira'e mail has -contained many 
Jotters from Americans wishing to en- 
ter into the Japanese army or navy. 
The minister is sending a personal note 
to each writer saying that the laws of 
Japan preclude the employment of any 
.foreign troops, and that Japan's nnny 
and navy are adequate to meet the 
emergency. Mr. Takashira has advised 
bis government of these offers. Count 
'Onssini in declining similar offers 
thanks those tendering them. 

London. Deo. MO.— 0:05" p. ni, — It is 
said at the foreign office this afternoon 
that-. up to this time the officials bad re- 
ceived no intimation of tlie nature of 
the Russian reply to Japan, but they 
were still hopeful of a peaceful solution 
i Japan this evening completed the pur- 
.ebase of Hie Argentine iwarShlps More- 
no and iRivadavia, building at Genoa, 
Italy, for which Russia also wns nego- 
tiating. 

. iParis, Dec. SO. — 5:55 p. m.— 'YYhUe 
not believing that war between Russia 
hnd Japan will occur;, the optimism 
of official and diplomatic circles here 
'was somewhat modified today by od- 
,vices from Tokio and 'St. 'Petersburg. 
Japan, it appears, is hastening prepara- 
tions for the purpose, it is suggested of 
Jnfiuencine Russia's action upon the 
Japanese "note. Russia, on tile other 
hand, has no intention to hurry. Her 
reply is not expected to he made before 
January 10th. .Russia's purpose seems 
'to be to cput the onus of declaring war 
'upon Japan, if such be the result of 
the negotiations. 

! iBerlin, Dec. 30.— ?sews has been re- 
ceived liere confirming- previous reports 
that Japan is mobilizing, probably with 
the object of occupying Korea. The 
'confirmation lias reached tlie German 
'government officially, and it is inter- 
preted here, ns in Paris, to mean, not 
that Japan intends to send an ultima- 
tum to Russia, but that Japan may oc- 
cupy Korea without [Russia considering 
it a casus 'belli. The situation is re- 
garded hero tonight ,.is developing rap- 
idly, if not necessarily, towards war. 

Santiago Do Chili, Dee, 30.— Tho Chil- 
ian government has received offers; from 
the Japanese government for the pur- 
chase of two Chilian warships, the bat- 
tleship Cnpitan Prnt, 0,000 tons, and 
the cruiser Chhcabueo, 4,500 tons.

The same manufacture is 
carried -on in Japan, but the Nauaimo 
Steering has the advantage of lifty per 
■cent, more oil over the Japanese variety. 
Alonce the profitable nature of the bus! 
3Hfss. 'Still another firm is talking of 
■coming here, the Vancouver Packing it 
Canning Company, which must evacuate 
lis present premises in Vancouver before 
alio l»;t of May in obedience to a recent 
OUUnicip-ul ordinance. This company 
Slave been canning Xanaimo herrings 
>and Nanaimo clams for some time, and 
:an they believe it will be to their ad- 
vantage it' they have to move, to move 
wearer their sources of supply, they are 
tooking for a site on the waterfront. 
Of the raw material, the herrings in 
■which they chiefly deal, there is no 
Suck. For weeks past the watfcia uf the 
karbor •have been black with tremendous 
tilvoals of fish, and scores of thousands 
»f sea gulls eat their bucket full or 
so Her head per day without apparent- 
ly diminishing the mass. Tons are sent 
aiway almost daily to serve as bait for 
iho ii-alibut .steamers of Vancouver, the 
little Squid being solely engaged in 
transporting the supplies across the 
<lulf. The season lasts during the 
•trader months, commencing sometimes 
as early us the beginning of November 
and continuing until the end of Febru- 
ary. About the latter date the herring 
disappear as if by magic, their spawn- 
ing time being over, and with them go 
the gulls.

The foreign secretary adopt- 
ed a slightly more hopeful tone to the 
other ambassadors than has prevailed 
at the foreign office for the last few 
davs. The Associated Press learns that 
this is chiefly due to the persistent be- 
lief of the 1' reach foreign minister that 
he will be able to prevail on iinissiu to 
make such compromises as will avert 
war. 

i The Japanese minister, when ques- 
tioned by a representative of the Asso- 
ciated Press regarding the hopeful at- 
titued, said he was aware the breach 
foreign minister was making strenu- 
ous efforts fur peace. So far as Baton 
IHayaslii knew tonight these had not 
'been 'Crowned with success. But the 
Japanese minister laid much stress on 
the Associated 1'iess despatch from 
iParis announcing that the French gov- 
ernment did not believe that war be- 
tween Russia ami Japan would break 
'out. and said: 'The French govern- 
ment must be in a better position than 
that of any other power to know the 
nature of the Russian reply. If" they 
are honest in saying .they Uo not believe 
there was danger of war, they must 
have been pretty certain Russia will 
agree at least to the spirit of Japan s 
proposals. Up to now we have no indi- 
'cation of this, and unless Russia does

■ 'Minister Ilayashi definitely stated 
that the Russia evacuation of Man- 
churia is not one of the Japanese cardi- 
nal demands.

the Russian war party. 
I Great Britain appears to be confining 
her diplomatic efforts to preserve 
peace solely at Paris and Tofkio. SJic 
has not attempted, it is asserted here, 
to bring pressure to bear at St. I'eters- 
burg, leaving that phase of the nego- 
tiations to France. At the Russian em- 
bassy late tonight it was said that the 
re of Russia bad not yet been pre- 
sented, nor had any indication of its 
probable tone been received. The news 
of Japan's purchase of the Argentine 
cruisers building at Genoa was received 
at the Russian embassy with a sim.c 
and remark: "They are not so very 
formidable, after all."

Fire broke out in the Army and Xavy 
Clothing store, Government street, last 
night about half-past eleven o'ciock, und 
diet a considerable amount of damage 
before it could he got under control. 

Tin; Uauies were first seen issuing 
from the roof above the centre of the 
store, and in response to the alarm 
turned in immediately, flic fire depart- 
ment, under L'hief WiitSOU, were 
promptly on the scene. By this time, 
however, the flames had made great 
headway amongst the 'dry timbers, and' 
in a few minutes tiio whole roof was 
ablaze at the ridge, whilst dense vol- 
umes of smoke rolled up, showing that 
tbo tire had obtained a good grij» of 
the upper portion oi' the building. A 
copious supply of water was hnally 
'turned on from several hoses, and the 
deluge soon burst its way through the 
'ceiling and poured into the store like 
a cataract. 

! The lire, however, was not easily sub- 
dued, and several times broke out fierce' 
i... until toe chemical crew climbing to 
the upper story windows, brought the 
deadly fumes to hear, when there was 
an instant lessening of the blaze. 
' At one period, when the whole roof 
ridge was flaming, the lire had a decid- 
edly alarming appearance, and only the 
prompt action of the firemen saved the 
'building from total destruction. 
1 Most of the damage will lie from 
water, as a great ileal of tin' stock got 
a thorough soaking. After the first 
Strong outburst tbo adjoining stores, 
Messrs. Barnsley & Co., and the Pope 
'Stationery Company, were in no dan- 
ger. In about half an hour the firemen 
'had the blaze completely under con- 
trol. 

' Jt is understood that the building oc- 
cupied by the Army and Navy Clothing 
Company, and the stock in the store 
were partially covered by insurance. 
The cause of the fire is supposed to 
hftVO been a defective stove pipe or 
Hue.

Chicago, Dec. Si.— Will J. Davis 
Harry j. Dowers, proprietors of 
Iroquois theatre, made the followin 
statement, at I.L'O this (Xhursdayl morn- 
ing :. 

' "So far as we have been able to ascer- 
tain, tho cause or onuses of the most 
unfortunate accident of the lire, in the 
Iroquois, it appears that, one of' 
the scenic draperies w as noticed to Lave 
ignited from some cause. It was de- 
tected before it had reached an ap- 
preciable Hume, and the city fireman 
who is detailed constantly on duty when 
the theatre is opened,, noticed it simul- 
taneously with the electrician, The lire- 
man, who was only a few feet away, 
immediately pulled a tube of 'Kilfiro,' 
of which there were many hung about 
the stage, mid threw the contents upon 
the blaze, which would have been more 
than enough if the 'kilfiro' had been ef- 
fective, und would have extinguished the 
flame, but for some cause it had no ef- 
fect. The fireman and electrician then 
ordered down the asbestos curtain und 
the fireman threw die contents of au- 
otUer tube or 'Killire' upon the blaze, 
but. with no better result. The com- 
motion thus caused excited the audience, 

who immediately started for the exits, 
of which there are 25 of unusual width, 
all opening out and ready to the hand 
ol' any one reaching them. The draught 
thus caused, it is believed, bad before 
tlie curtain 'had been completely lower- 
ed, produced a bellying of tlie asbestos 
curtain, causing, a pressure on the 
guides against the solid brick wall of 
the proscenium, thus stopping its des- 
cent, livery effort was made by those 
on the stage to pull it down, but the 
draft wits so great it seemed that the 
pressure against the proscenium wall 
and friction caused thereby, was so 
strong that it could not be overcome. 
The audience became panic-stricken in 
their efforts to reach the exits and trip- 
ped and tell over each other, blocking 
Mi,, way, The audience was promptly 
admonished and importuned by persons 
on the stage and in the auditorium to 
be calm ami .avoid any rushing, that 
the exits and tlie facilities for empty- 
ing the theatre weco ample to enable 
all to get out without contusion. 

Kstimutes of tlie dead •and' injured 
vary. The police count of dead Is i_>->u. 
The estimate ot the newspapers is ou_. 
There tiro lifity-five people misuiug at 
midnight, the majority of whom are 
probably a.ujong the dead m the mor- 
gue and various undertaking establlsii- 
ments. Eighty-six of tire dead have 
been positively identified and ninety- 
two others are known to be injured. 

(About a score of people in the second 
balcony were snvea by firemen, who 
took tiiem through the roof and carried 
them' down bidders in the rear of the 
huiliMnp. Two more bodies tightly 
locked tu each other's arms, young wom- 
en, apparently about 25 years of age, 
'were found in one end of the orches- 
tra pit. The liody of a dark-haired girl

THE ABSOLUTE NEED FOB FO It EST BY 

One of the most Interesting subjects 
taken up at ttie meeting this week of the 
Ontario Agricultural Union, at Guelph. was 
Introduced by means of a paper by Mr. K. 
1) Craig, of Pasadena, director of Co-Oper- 
atlvc Experiments in Forestry for the Stute 
of California. This gentleman expressed 
his disappointment at the refusal of the 
Ontario government to allow the establish- 
ment of a forest nursery at the Agricul- 
tural College grounds, and pointed out that 
the object of the Onion was not primarily 
to advance ttie Interests of the lumberman, 
hut ro help farmers to prevent the devas- 
tation of their wood-lots by burning and 
wilful waste, which. Indeed, are often 
brought bv the carelessness of the latter. 
It may bo mentioned that In the United 
■States' farmers are now able, upon appll- 
'cfttlom to the Bureau of Forestry, to have 
their wood-lots Inspected and plans pre- 
pared for fhelr Improvement ami conser- 
vatism. In that country, too, some $375,000 
every year Is expended In the reforesting 
of agricultural regions besides smaller sums 
which are utilized for the same purpose 
by tlie legislatures of several of the states. 
The occasion presented by the discussion 
was seized to urge the Ontario Government 
to make more strenuous efforts to conserve 
our forest wealth nml encourage farmers 
to plant, trees, which, are necessary to the 
well-being of the rural districts in so many 
ways. And a strong plea was made foi* the 
immediate establishment of a School el' 
Forestry, where instruction can bo given 
in practical methods of dealing with for- 
estry problems, and for forming a system 
or Taxation Which shall encourage the prc- 
si rvatloa or farm woodlands rather than 
OVsoouragc it. 

That the question of forestry Is not one 
merely for academic discussion Is shown 
liy a remark recently made by XI. Mcland. 
Inspector of forests In France, to the ef- 
fect that at the present time there are only 
seven countries in the world able to sup- 
ply large quantities of timber. TCicso nre 
Norway. Sweden. Finland, Canada. Aus- 
tria-Hungary, Buss la and the United 
States, but of these the last three are 
seriously threatened by Increase if popu- 
lation and Industrial development, while 
Norway is not so careful la Its regulations 
against the Indiscriminate use of the axe 
as It should be. If. however, the three 
countries left, which promises to he sourc- 
es of suppl- for some time to come, at- 
tempt to accede to the Increasing demands 
made upon them by all the world, and If 
they do not take very strict care of their 
privileges, they will be found hopelessly in- 
sufficient — and not at such an extreme!;,' 
distant future. 

Canada lias now. roughly speaking, some 
800,000,000 acres of woodland, of which, 
perhaps, one-half may be considered lit for 
timber cutting, the rest being suitable for 
pulp manufacture, domestic demands, etc. 
This area, already so largely Injured by 
lire, ninsi be placed under much stricter 
supervision than is for the most part the 
case at present, If it Is to keep pace with 
the ever-Increasing consumption, and the 
probable exhaustion of other sources of 
supply. Canada's wealth in timber has 
already been and may continue to he an 
asset of such enormous value that it -would 
be a thousand pities if any government 
procrastination or regard for false economy 
should prove sufficient to put hack tlie 
taking .,f every possible measure for Its 
.preservation.-— Toronto .Monetary Thai s.

WE YEAH 1903. 

Tiro year which closes today lias ueeu 
n fairly prosperous one in (British Co 
lnmbiui. While there have been some 
drawbacks; while In some branches of 
industrial and commercial activity the 
efforts put forth have not been followed 
Iby the anticipated nnd desired results, 
yet on the whole the people throughout 
t lie ■Province have reason to be sn 
with the course of events. At th same 
time there have been some disappoint 
merits, as, for Instance, in the salmon 
fishery on the Frnser river. On tin 
other hnud the lumber industry through 
out British Columbia has had a pros 
porous year. Although al the preeon 
time the shingle business is somewhat 
depressed, there is reason to believe this 
Conditiou is not likely to continue. Un- 
til the Dominion Government gives 
some 'attention to the reasonable de- 
mands of those engaged in the lumber- 
Jug industry in British Columbia, and 
by a chance ill iis fiscal policy puts the 
Canadian lumbermen on an equal foot- 
ing with hi« American rival, our lum- 
bering interests will not enjoy that 
steady prosperity that our enormous 
forest wealth entitles them to expect. 
With the rapid settlement of the Can- 
adian Northwest Territories, the de- 
mand there .for all kinds of lumber 
should Ijo very great for many years 
to come and British Columbia is the 
natural source of supply. The foreign 
lumber trade is gradually growing, the 
efforts made during past years by some 
of the mill owners to open up new mar- 
hots for their products, now beginning 
to boar fruit. It is also very probable 
that the preference offered by the gov- 
ernment of <S6uih Africa to the- products 
of other parts of the Empire, will lead 
to the diversion of a considerable por- 
tion of the '.South lAfrcnu orders for 
lumber to Canadian mills. Anything 
which lends to an increase in the ship- 
ping [frequenting our ports, benefits in- 
directly many other trades, an 1 the 
importance of extending our foreign 
lumber business is thus very apparent. 

In some respects, perhaps, the min- 
ing industry 1ms not advanced as rap- 
idly during 1903 as it was hoped it 
■would at the beginning of the year. 
Still -substantial progress has been made 
in some districts, and taken ns a whole 
the industry is oil a firmer and sounder 
basis than at any former peri-id. 'J'he 
output of the mines in the Rossland dis- 
trict is larger than in any previous year 
and before another year rolls round the 
Iiroduct -will again be largely increased. 
The silver lead mines in the Slocan dis- 
trict have not 'produced ns much as it 
iwas expected they would do. But there 
are several circumstances that will ac- 
count for that. Although the aid given 
by the Dominion Government is ' not 
in our opinion, made in the form that 
womd bo of the greatest utility to the 
miners, yet it will undoubtedly be a fac- 
tor In the restoration of the district to 
something like its former prosperity. 
,'i'lie channels now available for the dis- 
posal Of the zinc ores Trill also aid in 

the general progress nnd we are inclined 
to think that 1904 will make a satis- 
factory record of progress for the >Slo- 
C«n district. In the far northern part 
<if the province the^pnsi season at Atlin 

has been stated t:i he the best in the 
history of that camp and everyone looks 
forward to a good season next year. 
The production id' our coal mines— both 
oil 'Vancouver island and in the Crow's 
Nest Puss district— is now becoming 
very large, and continuous progress 
may be looked for in this branch of min- 
ing. Owing to ;i scarcity of water the 
gold output o;' the hydraulic mines in 
Cariboo was disappointingly small, hut 
the indications are for a great improve- 
ment iu tnis respect in the coming i-ea- 
.■on. 

The agricultural community has con- 
tinued to make progress during 1908. 
The fruit industry is now well estab- 
lished and the Qknuagau district has 
lids year largely increased its- ship- 
ments of fruit to /Manitoba and North- 
West, points. Although this Industry 
must be rcgnrded as still in its infancy, 
tub yearly ralue of its products is al- 
ready "very considerable. -In several 
parts of the Province, both on the Is 
land and Mainland, increased attention 
has been paid to dairying. The estab- 
lishment of co-operative creameries litis 
been of great advantage to the farm- 
ers interested in them, while they have 
(proved to he sound business enterprises. 
There i.s still room for a great exten- 
sion of this industry before the home 
market can be fully -supplied and an end 
Imt to the iiujiortatloii of (foreign dairy 
products. As a result of a series of 
fairly g 1 years the farming commu- 
nity. -is now in a better position than 
St had occupied before, and we believe 
that nil the conditions are favorable for 
a' continuance of this satisfactory state 
oj affairs. 

. Victoria has made steady progress 
during tiie past year. Us .iame as a 
'pleasant residential place nt nil seasons 
of th- year has been greatly extended 
Ihrou.ub the instrument ality of the 
Tourist. Association, while the lide of 
transient visitors, attracted by the 
benuly of the city and the pleasantness 
of , the surrounding country continues to 
rise. The citizens will be 'well repaid 
for the expenditures that have been 
lUiiileyin ■ the const ruction of the dailies 
Bay causeway and ether improvements. 
The- 'erection of a large hotel by the 
('.•inailian -Pacific 'Kailway. 'Company nnd 



the great improvement made by Ihe 
same company in the means of consnni- 
luic'ation between hero and Vancouver 
■will unquestionably prove to bo most 
•important factors in the ^progress of 
the city, booking around, therefore, 
and taking into account the whole situ- 
ation, it does not seem to he taking too 
Isanguine a view to believe that 1904 
jWiU prove to be a happy and prosperous 
year for the Capital City of Tiritish Co- 
lumbia. 

THE 'COST OP 'EDUCATION. 

I iFroni a remark made in the legisla- 
ture during the recent session by a 
member of the Government, it appears 
probable that the lEdweatlon Estimate 
will show a further considerable in- 
crease for the next fiscal year. The ex- 
penditure on this department of the ad- 
ministration is already very large; iu 
round numbers absorbing between one- 
fourth and one-fifth of the (whole Pro- 
vincial revenue. 'Nor is there any prob- 
ability of any change in this respect, 
.if, indeed, this particular item does not 
grow proportionately faster than the 
general revenue. Besides the direct ex- 
penditure from the Provincial Treasury, 
the sums contributed by the various 
■civic municipalities are large and show 
'continuous increases. While no one 
■would desire for the sake of economy 
that the educational system in British 
,'Columbia should be defective or not 
.capable of giving every child such fa- 
cilities as (will enable it to start fair- 
ly in the battle of life, there must he 
icnro that full value i.s received for the 
largo expenditures. There is no doubt 
that, ns with many other branches ol 
the administration, the geographical and 
{population conditions of British Colum- 
bia make the maintenance nf a com- 
plete educational system throughout 
this Province more costly, proportionate- 
ly to our population, than it is in other 
parts of the Dominion. Except in the 
tour or live principal towns in the 'Prov- 
ince, the population is scattered among 
small towns and villages, little hamlets 
and remote settlements, and for a long 
time to come this disadvantage with 
which the Education Department has to 
cope will continue. These being the 
ifacts it is imperative, as we had said, 
that wo should see that economy and 
etneiency are combined as far as is pos- 
sible, and that while we are all agreed 
in our desire that the educational sys- 
tem of British Columbia should com- 
pare favorably with that in any other 
province, money be not spent for which 
a fair return is not received. 

To get the best results there is no 
rdoubt that the heartiest oaid most cor- 
idinl co-operation should be found be- 
tween the Education Department ami 
the various School Boards throughout 
the Province. Particularly should this 
he the ease iu regard to the city 
schools. As a large proportion of the 
:.-ost of maintaining these schools is de- 
frayed from- the municipal funds, it is 
not unnatural that their managers 
should assert a certain independence 
that is not found among the boajSB man- 
aging schools entirely supported by the 
Province. At the same time it must be 
apparent to everyone that the officials 
of the Department have an expert 
knowledge and experience in the details 
of education not likely to lie possessed 
by the average member of a local school 
board, however zealous and active he 
may be in the performance of the duties 
of his office. From our knowledge of the 
working of the Department we believe 
that its officials are both' competent and 
imbued with that desire to do good 
'work which is essential for the best re- 
sults in any department of an adminis- 
tration. Our present system lias been 
the growth of many years; it has grad- 
ually expanded with the extension of 
settlement and the Increase in popula- 
tion. It has now reached a stage a; 
which it may lie found necessary before 
long, for financial and other reasons, to 
remodel the system, reorganize the (De- 
partment, and reconsider the relations 
existing between the Government ami 
the civic municipalities. "When that time 
arrives, it may be found a fitting op- 
portunity to make some provision for 
founding a fund that shall furnish at 
least as much money as may he required 
for what may lie termed capital expen- 
diture-; and so relieve the annual Pro- 
vincial revenue to that extent.

There was also a 
gigantic Increase of net earnings. 

The truth Is, as was stated the other 
day by the report of the Interstate com- 
merce commission, that the great railroad 
systems tiro advancing rates In the! face of 
an (unprecedented Increase of business. 
Data, supplied by the Railroad Gazette 
shows that since 1804 railway tonnage has 
increased about 100 per cent. In 1S!H It 
amounted to 80,333 millions of ton miles, 
and in 11101 to 117,077 millions of ton miles. 
As was pointed out by the -interstate com- 
merce commission, this systematic ad- 
vance of freight rates Is the result of 
mergers and •'community of Interest" and 
the consequent destruction of competi- 
tion,

BLANKF.TING IIOIiSKS. 

A blanket is an essential pari of the 
equipment or every stable. it is always 
necessary when - horse Is standing in the 
stable la winter. A light sheet is about 
as necessary In summer during the fly time. 
A blanket should always be thrown over 
the horse in cold weather, or even Iu the 
eool weather of Spring and Autumn, when 
standing after being driven. While the 
horse Is working there is no danger that 
he will suffer from the cold. If a blanket 
Is used the average horse will sweat and 
the moisture will he retained ami in this 
way tic danger from talcing cold Is much 
greater. 

A linrse should always, be blanketed 
when standing iu a draft or In the rain, 
using a eloth or mbber as the case may 
I"'. After a bard drive and the horse lias 
become lien ted, do not cover him for nboul 
live minutes, letting him steam. Then 
put on a light blanket: allow this to re- 
main half nu hour, then remove thin and 
put on your heavy one. This gives the

Very general regret was expressed 
yesterday at, the announcement id - the 
death or Henry Brivekmun, a pioneer 
of the province and a member of the 
firm of Hrackinan-Ker Co., Ltd., which 
occurred yesterday morning at his resi- 
dence, corner of Catherine and Skinner 
streets, Victoria West. Deceased had 
been ailing for some years past, and 
usually siicnt tlie winter mouths in 
California. This he intended to do this 
season, but on Sunday last he was 
stricken with a sudden illness, to which 
he succumbed at 7.30 yesterday morn- 
ing. The Hag is half-masted over the 
Pacific Club, and the mills and unices of 
IBrnckmnii-Ker Milling Company are 
(dosed out of respect to the deceased. 
Deceased was a bachelor. The funeral 
has been arranged to take place this 
afternoon nt 2.30, and later from St. 
Saviour's church. 

The late Henry Brnckman settled in 
Victoria the same year as Hon. Aliun- 
de Cosmos started the Weekly British 
Colonist, and built up for himself an 
enviable reputation as a business' man. 
His Jinn established from year to year 
branches throughout British Columbia 
and the Northwest, and Ids sterling busi- 
ness integrity had won the respect of 
all Westerners. He hud a host of 
friends who will mourn his demise. He 
was 71 years of age and was born at 
Hamburg, Germany. 

IMr. Brnckman emigrated when a strip 
of a lad of fourteen years, with the 
United States as his objective point. Ho 
landed at San Francisco in the great 
gold craze of '40, but only resided there 
lor a short time. From there he went 
to the Hawaiian Islands and resided 
in Honolulu until .1H5S. While living at 
Honolulu he became an employee of 
Harry Rhodes, a general wholesale mer- 
chant, with branches in British Colum- 
bia, and in 1802 he came to Victoria to 
work for the local brunch. 

The same year Mr. liruckman got 
the gold fever, and resigned Ids posi- 
tion with the local house, now known 
us Jauion, Green & Rhodes. His star 
was nut in the ascendant, however, and 
he returned a few years later, disap- 
pointed but. undismayed. lie was taken 
on again by bis old employers, and re- 
mained with them until the year 1870, 
when he again struck out for the gold 
country. This time he struck a good 
claim and returned some time later ill 
fairly comfortable circumstances'. 

Alter this he returned to his native 
land, hut things bad altered so, ami, 
having no relatives or friends there, lie 
later on returned to 'British Columbia 
ami erected at North Siianicb the 
building now known as Wright's hotel 
and which was operated until last April 
by tlie late Alex. Wright. 

It will be remembered that a short 
■time ago Mr. Brnckman offered this 
property on very advantageous terms to 
the local Y. M. C. A., but the board 
could not sec their way (dear to accept 
his offer. 

' For eight years Mr. Brackman oper- 
ated in tlie building referred to a small 
milling business himself, the lust three 
years of which he had the assistance of 
Mr. Dave Ker. During that time busi- 
ness grew so that he decided to secure a 
partner, and Mr. Ker was taken into 
the firm. 

In 1891 business had so increased that 
it was deemed advisable to get larger 
quarters. The firm was incorporated 
and tlie present mill on the outer wharf 
erected. 

The growth of the company has been 
steady! and rapid for the past twelve 
years, until now there are branches at 
New Westminster, I. miners. Vancouver, 
(Nelson and Rosslam] in British Colum- 
bia, and a very large concern at Ed- 
monton, Altn. Elevators have been 
erected at various points in tlie North- 
west, and the business of the lirul is a 
well-established factor all over the West 
and North.

Miss Agnes Deans Cameron has 
Misstatements Eliminated 
from Geographies. 



Splendid Service Rendered the 
Province by Principal of 
South Ward School. 



\ That Miss Agnes Deans Cameron has 
"stirred up'" that portion of the people 
in [London responsible lor much o£ the 
Breyailing ignorance in the Old Country 
regarding Canada is evident .from a 
(perusal of copies of the Canadian Ga- 
zette just to Laud. At a meeting of the 
Canada Club held at tlxe Albion Tavern, 
UJdergate, in feurly December, the 
agent general for British Columbia de- 
•livered a brief 3peecu., which is thus 
reported, in tho Canadian Gazette: 

The 'Hon. J. II. Turner, in welcoming 
the guests of the dub, spoke of the 
great benefits derived from an inter- 
change of visits between 'JSiiglislimeu 
and Canadians. There still remained, 
•unfortunately far too much ignorance of 
tt'nnadn in this country; an ignorance 
which could not bo more speedily re- 
moved than by an intimate knowledge 
of Canada by Englishmen. He could 
not better illustrate this English ignor- 
ance than by reading extracts from a 
letter he had just received' from Miss 
Agnes Deans Cameron of (British Co- 
lumbia. This lady *;iitl: 
' "1 ap.peal to you on a .matter of 
Canadian import, seekiug you to use 
your influence !o right u wrong being 
done Canada along educational lines by 
a publication issue. 1 in London and cir- 
'culatcd widely through the Empire. 

•The (book I refer tu is the School 
Oeogrupby and Atlas, by George Car- 
ter, M. A., head master of Now College 
.School, published by Itelfe Brothers, 
/Limited, u' Charterhouse Building, Al- 
dersgate, E. V. This publication is 
largely used by candidates for the Ox- 
ford and Cambridge local examinations 
throughout the Empire, us it i.s the text 
recommended for their use by the uni- 
versity authorities. Its popularity is 
shown by the fact tlint it has nqw 
reached its seventh edition, 
j ,- I 'would respectfully ask yon to get 
'-a effpy and turn, as 1 did, lirst to Can- 
ada' oji page 73. The introductory sen- 
tence will startle you. It reads: ^Do- 
minion of Canada. Estent, more than 
3,000,000 square miles, nearly as large 
as Europe, but the greater part consists 
of frozen wastes and swamps;" I need 
'scarcely enlarge on the Inquity of send- 
ing broadcast throughout the English- 
speaking world this gratuitous libel on 
the "granary of the Empire." I en- 
wdoso herewith a list, not an exhaustive 
one, of a few other inaccuracies of the 
text. 

i "It does seem iniquitous that our great 
'English universities should, in this liOtu 
century, be responsible for painting 
'.Canada as a country of "frozen wastes 
and swanwis" resounding to the yell of 
the "Red Indian." Small wonder is it 
that arbitration awards throw littoral 
tracts as bouquets at the feet of the 
(United States when such crass ignor- 
ance exists of mutters -Canadian." 

The following was the list enclosed: 

-The Pacific Highlands, west of the 
Itocky mountains are called (Heaven 
knows why) the •Eastern Plateau.' 
. "The term Canada proper is used, -and 
further on we are assured that Ontario 
ami Quebec are sometimes called "Can- 
ada Proper': the inevitable inference 
beicg that the rest of us outside the 
i-'ttie are, if not openly improper, at 
Jeast of very doubtful propriety. 
: 'The C. P. B., 2,fKK) miles, extends 
'from. MontreaL to New Westminster, 
ngnt across the continent. 
' "The only four 'towns' (there is not a 
'city in Canada, according to the Univer- 
sity of Oxford) in British Columbia 
Worthy of mention are Victoria, New 
Westminster, Yale and Hope. 

"Population of British Columbia if. 
about 100,000, of whom half are colo- 
nics ami the remainder .native Indians. 

Esquimau i.s not mentioned from one 
cno <li the book to the other: still it is 
a relief to find, although "the greater 
part of Canada consists of frozen 
wastes and swampe,' that Mlritish North 
America' produces corn (vide p. SO). 
■ Such things, Mr. Turner urged, were 
not right, for the rising generation in 
'England. It might just as well be said 
of London that it consisted of thou- 



sands of acres filled with slums. The 
best way perhaps £6i' both sides to get 
ovur tho -want o£ knowledge was to visit 
one another, lie strongly recommended 
a trip aerot-s Canada. Visitors should 
go not only to Eastern Canada, us it 
was called, but they should also go to 
the .Maritime provinces. And above all 
th^y should never leave the Dominion 
without seeing the gem province, British 
'Coiumoia— a land of magnificent scen- 
ery; of Bruit, dowers, timber mid hsh, 
a 'land that was only awaiting develop- 
ment. He coupled with the toast the 
name of Mr. Allerdaile iCrainger, agent- 
general for South Australia, and Mr. 
jCuinmihg 'Macdona, SI. P. 

"Mr. 'Grainger, in his reply, suggested 
that perhaps the people of Eastern Can- 
ada did not know more about British 
Columbia man the average iMiglismnnn. 
Canada, he continued, hud been adver- 
tised a great deal, and he chaffed Can- 
adians upon their persistent trumpet- 
blowing. Mr. Duff Miller's speech at 
.Versailles had been an excellent exain- 
'ple of the way in which Canada was 
advertised. At the same time he 
thought there might be a little more 
reciprocity between Canada and the 
other parts of the Empire. .When 
.Canada and Australia got to know 
more about each other they would he 
neit sure, see their way to make better 
commercial treaties with one another 
and so set an example to the Old 
country. (Cheers.) 

■ Miss Cameron is in receipt of the fol- 
lowing letter from .Itelfe Bros., publish- 
ers or the school geographies containing 
the misleading statements: 

London, Bag., Dec. 1, 1003. 

Madam,— Our attention lias beeii drawn 
to several Inaccuracies In our School 
Geography and Atlas. (1) Through the 
High Commissioner. (2) By letter from 
yourself. (3) Dy a cutting from the press 
forwarded by one of our clients. We beg 
to suggest that either of these courses would 
have been fully sufficient to have secured 
ttie matter helng put right. 

Unfortunately, publishers are, to a great 
extent, iu the hands of their authors with 
regard to bringing books up to date. The 
latter are supposed to embody all the latest 
alterations In every edition, but we regret 
that this was not done In the book In ques- 
tion, ttie Canadian portion of which has 
not been revised since the book was first 
written, several years ago. 

As you have placed the shortcomings of 
the book before the public in the press we 
trust that in justice to ourselves you will 
also notify ttiat we Immediately promised 
to nave the matter rectified upon 
Its being brought, to our notice by 
■Lord Stratlicona. An errata slip has been 
Inserted In the edition just ready, and for 
the next Issue the Canadian portion will bo 
entirely rewritten.

to books. L. 1*. Duff- K. C, continued 
the cross-examination of Mr. Goinpcrtz. 
(Referring to the .'jil.'.XJOO each paid to 
Games and Alexander Dunsnniir iu 
August, 1S9S, witness stated that he 
was mistaken yesterday when lie stat- 
ed that the entries appeared in the 
dividend account, he now found they ap- 
peared only in the cash and proiit ami 
loss accounts. Witness explained that 
there was no cash account in the led- 
ger; the casll book being the cash ac- 
count. Asked as to the meaning of 
another large item in the proiit and Joss 
account, coal $215,508.(10, on September 
.'50, 18US, witness stated that he was 
not the bookkeeper and therefore could 
not explain. It would, however, indi- 
cate a iprolit on the coal sold tor the 
year of that amount. Witness then

Tile sub- 
ectj under discussion on that day was 
the building of a branch road .'nto the 
company's limits to get out the timber. 
Witness came from Chemainus to Victoria 
to Interview Messrs. James and Alexander 
Dunsmulr with reference to this matter. 
The Interview lasted for over un hour and 
a half. TJss deal Involved the building of 
from twelve to eighteen miles of road to 
cost roughly, $ - .'u0,0OO. Mr. Alexander 
Dunsmulr transacted all the business uud 
eventually the agreement was arrived at 
whereby the mill company agreed to guar- 
antee S per cent on the Investment for ten 
years.

During the Interview Alex. Dunsmulr 
showed he was a brlglit, able, shrewd busi- 
ness man anil on the lookout for the best 
of the bargain. He was a hard nuin to 
do 'business with. The partial agreement 
entered Into previously with James Duns- 
mulr was considerably altered, much to 
the favor of the B. ii. N. Hallway Co. Alex, 
told James he was ''too easy." In wit- 
ness' opinion of the two, Alex. Dunsmulr 
was the' keener in connection with this 
agreement. Of the two brothers, Alex. 
Dunsmulr, as president of the road, did 
| all the business, James did not speak a 
dozen times throughout the whole inter- 
view. 

Physically, Alex. Dunsmulr seemed to be 
all right. His manner of speeeh had- no 
peculiarity. He certainly spoke coherent- 
ly on thH occasion; lie did not mutter.

, A good deal of amusement was caused 
by witness Tcmarkiug that it was at 
Mr. Bodwell's advice that be agreed to 
Alexander Dunsmuir's terms. 
, Itedirectly examined by E. P. Davis, 
Iv. C, -\\itiiess could not state what 
3'enr lie saw Alexander Dunsmuir at 
San Francisco, but thought it was 1890. 
'The dtday was after Alexander Duns- 
anulr left here. As a matter of fact the 
n.ill was eloseil for a long tituo and 
only opened in 1S0O. 
, The examination of Mr. Howard, 
president of the 'Western Fuel Com- 
pany, was read by Mr. Luxton.

Returns To Port 



Was Not Greatly Injured as a 
Result of Her [Vlishap at 
Port Simpson. 



Went to Esqulmalt to Be Hauled 
Out-The Need of Aids to 
Navigation. 



The- steamer Amur, which was dis- 
abled at Port Simpson by losing her 
propeller alter grounding on Harbor 
reef on the morning of Dec'ember 15th, 
; \\ nile coming from iJkagway, readied 
jporjt yesterday morning and went 
Around to Uffsiiuininlt at .! o'clock to be 
hauled out today on the Esquimnlt ma- 
rine ways. The C. P. K. liner litis sus- 
tained little damage ami made jio 
[water on her trijj south, the pumps 
never being required during t lie south- 
ward voyage. Tho now propeller and 
tail shaft taken north by the steamer 
..Danube was lit ted after the Amur liad 
.been beached on tlie flat sandy beach 
jiieiir the wharf at Port 'Simpson, and 
the steamer proceeded south without 
.further incident, 

I The Amur was on her way south from 
SSkagway with fifty-five passengers, 
when the mishap which delayed her at 
[Port Simpson took place. She had en- 
countered a heavy blow oil the Xaas, 
jarid the night was drizzling and dark. 
lAt 6:40 a. m. she swung into Insicip 
passage, going dead slow, and tit 5:.~>l) 
a, m. the engine.-) .were stepped, the 
steamer creeping along with what way 
.she had through the channel between 
EBirnie island and Harbor reef. It was 
a very dark night, but there was 1 no 
!fog. The high land was obscured by 
..snow and a thick mist. The ship hud 
passed well iusido of iBIrnie island, and 
iicording to the bearing of the island 
land Lizzie mountain, the most promi- 
nent point in the 'low-lying lowlands 
iwhich stretch out ashore, seemed to be 
in (ieep water. There was a very low 
tide that morning, the Jong beach being 
dry for u considerable distance, ami it 
may be that the steamer was closer 
than ordinarily to Harbor reef, which 
reef must obviously extend further than 
chartered. Two points of the reef 
(show above the surface and there are 
a neighboring area of boulders, one of 
(which the Amur must have found. 

(Join',' dead slow, creeping .along with 
the way sh? had, the steamer grounded 
Without a shock on the eastern edge ot 
Harbor reef. Those on board hardly 
"felt the steamer strike, and the stories 
*of a crash ami a following panic which 
-were told bv some of those on the Far- , 
allot! arc denied by the Amur's com- 
panr.

BleCoskrie was on the bridge, and when 
lie felt the steamer ground he at once j 
ordered ail the bulkheads and water-.

of the vessel, and, although he had ex- 
ercised all care and diligence the steam- 
er had seemingly been close to tlie 'Har- 
bor reef. 'But when one considers that 
tlie night was pitch dark and the land- 
marks won' all obscured, it seems that 
:the Amur was the victim of circum- 
stances. 

Examination soon showed that the 
(Amur was making no water, and when 
'daylight came and her position was 
Iseeli. steps were taken to float her. The 
screw had been broken when the en- j 
igines were reversed in the effort to haul 
the vessel from the reef, and, fortu- 1 
natoly, instead of falling away it had I 
'been caught between the rudder post 
•and the shoe and was held fast there. | 
The starboard anchor was let go. and 
as the tide rose, tlie steamer floated at 
I) a. in. and swung to her anchor. A 
'kedge anchor was then put out astern 
'and with the winches the steamer was 
•soon hauled into fifteen fathoms of 
'water. Sail was made to endeavor to 
'work the steamer into Fort Simpson 
'harbor, and then the steam launch llita, 
belonging to George Itudge, came out 
and assisted tlie steamer to the wharf. 
I There she was when the steamer 
Danube came with Capt. .1. W. Troup, 
superintendent of the Canadian Pacific 
.Railway Steamship 'Company, and I.Mr. 
'Mactiowau, superintendent engineer of 
•the company on board. The Danube bad 
brought a new screw and tail shaft and 
these were soon fitted to the disabled 
steamer. The Amur was hacked on to 
the long Hat beach at Port Simpson at 
high water and when the tide ran out 
the new wheel and shaft was soon tatted 
bv 'Captain Troup, Mr. JIacGowan and 
the Annu s crew. The Danube then 
continued her voyage to Skagway in the 
place of tin' Amur, and that steamer 
returned without incident to Victoria. 
lOn the voyage south she made no water 
and the pumps were not needed, which 
goes to show that the hull cannot be 
much rlnmaged. The steamer will be 
■linnled out to be surveyed and repaired 
at Esquimalt today. 

■ The mishap to tlie Amur lias called at- 
tention I >» tiie fact that Port Simpson 
ami vicinity has no aids to navigation. 
'Had there been a light there the acci- 
dent to the Amur would not have hap- 
pened, lteference to these facts are 
made in a letter which Capt. J. l\V. 
Troup, superintendent of the Canadian 
Pacihc Hallway Steamship Compiiny 
has received .from tlie residents of Fort 
Simpson, over fifty of whom signed it. 
This letter says: 

Purl Simpson, I!. C. 20tti Dec. 1003. 

In view of the recent unfortunate ncei- 
ilenl which happened to the steamship 
Amur, at the entrance to ibis harbor on the 
loth lust., we desire through yourself, to 
call the attention of the ('. 1'. It. Co. to a 
few farts iii connection therewith: 

1st T1ier« is not a tight of any descrip- 
tion on any of the numerous headlands 
or lor!;.; en ChaMiaui Sound, north of the 
Lawyer Island light, nor at tho entrance 
in Port Simpson harbor, a stretch of water 
llfty miles In length of the most difficult 
navigation mi the whole of the Northern 
const, being entirely without any marked 
point wilileli might -enable a navigator to 
.•heck his hearings on a dark aight or In 
thick weather. This fact has been often 
lirought to the nttentlon of the Marine and 
Fisheries Department, both by residents 
anil coast captains. 

2nd. No beacon murks cither Hnnkln's 
in- Dodd's reefs, both ..f which reefs lie 
in the entrance to Port Simpson harbor, 
and linlli being covered soon after half Hood 
tide, although tin- expense of placing proper 
helicons mi these reefs would Involve a 
very 8HI1111 pxpendll inc. 

3rd. A very Strang tide sets north and 
smith in Portland Channel, ttio drift of 
which Is must uncertain anil variable. 

4th. I'll the morning In question (5:30 
a. in. I5tll December) It was very dark, the 
atmosphere was very thick and a fresh on- 
shore wind was blowing, making It very 
difficult to distinguish the entrance to I he 
harbor, the land for miles In this neighbor- 
hood being low-lying, each of several isl- 
ands and headlands being very similar in 
appearance. 

As residents of this locality, we are 
thoroughly familiar with all the surround- 
ing circumstances. Many of ns are accus- 
tomed to i ravel frequently In sloops and 
other small vessels, often nppronching the 
land at night time, and In all sorts of 
weathers, and we are not surprised at the 
accident which happened to the steamship 
Amur, and wc consider that no 'blame What- 
ever attaches to her master. It was an ac- 
cident likely to happen to any mariner 
under the circumstances and In the locality. 
On the other hand we are very much sur- 
prised that such an accident lias not hap- 
pened before. 

We desire to place on record our confi- 
dence in Capt. MeCoskrlo's abllltv as a 
navigator, and wish to bear witness to Ills 
uniform courtesy and attention to tlie 
wants of his passengers; also to his ex- 
treme cure and .'111111011 In navigating his 
vessel, often under tile most trying cir- 
cumstances. 

The officers of the Amur speak very 
highly of the manner in which tlie resi- 
dents of Port Simpson opened their 
houses to the passengers of the disabled 
Steamer; and did all that could be dono 
for the comfort and entertainment of 
the travelers. 



' As mentioned in the Colonist on sev- 
eral occasions recently Victoria is soon 
to be honored with a visit from one 
of England's most famous {Methodist 
'divines, Key. Mark Guy Pearse. lie 
is at present in Vancouver. Of bis up- 
•poarance in .Vancouver the .News-A.l-

fame Had gone further abroad. An 
hour before the time for commencing 
service Wesley church was packed.

"At all three services he preached upon 
the old theme of the a ll-powerf illness of 
lbve, 'but in his bauds it seemed t" 
gather new meaning. He illustrated 1 it 
with numerous and 1 .pathetic anecdotes 
told as only 'Mark Guy Pearse can tell 
them. It is evident that he posse.-os a 
a large measure of histrionic talent, and 
tlie rapidity with which he can change 
from one set of emotions to another 
would do credit to many a first-irate 
actor. So witty and quaint are some of 
his remarks that it is hard, even for 
the most rigid church-goer to suppress 
a laugh, though at the next moment ail 
faces will be set : by the power of some, 
stern denunciation or pathetic appeal." 

.lean 'Blewett in the Toronto News, 
writes ns follows about the distiii- 
guished clergyman: 

"Living up to a reputation is hard 
work sometimes. For instance, a cele- 
brated minister, lecturer or scholar, is 
coming among us. ihe jyress notices 
are wonder: ni, the pulpit notices are 
wonderful.

He is fresh from his parish, 
the slums of old Loudon, and 1 he talked 
to us 11s men and women of those other 
men and women, his parishioners. It. is 
goo., to hear about real people, their 
loves and hates, sad times and glad 
times sins and virtues. One touch of 
nature makes the whole world 'kin. 1 
saw an old man wipe his eyes over tlie 
story of a iost child, saw 11 sweet faced 
'society woman droop her head pitying- 
ly over that of a .Magdalene and a 
'bunch of flowers. A man of deep emo- 
tions lie appeals to the emotions of 
bis hearers. Strong, virile, magnetic, 
he sways people. But you feel ithut it 
is in ids knowledge of human nature the 
secret of his success lies. Such a coon- 
Iprehensive knowledge. He seems able 
to understand all, and keep in touch 
with all. 

I 'Then lie makes religion menili so 
much. Not only to the dwellers in the 
'slums, who break the ten coinniand- 
iments as a matter of course, but to 
'us respectable folk, who break only the 
Hidden Rule. He tinished, and we were 
lefl in tiie bright autumn might, lumin- 
ous with stars, with bigger hearts and 
stronger faith, nntl higher ideals of life, 
and in our ears these words of the 
speaker: 

"Humble love 
.And not proud reason, keeps the door 
of heaven." 

' "The story of how lie came to preach 
his liist sermon has of-teil been told.

Freight Rates 



Cost of Transportation Will Be 
Increased By Seventeen and 
Half Per Cent. 



AH Pacific Coast Freight Is Af 
feeted By New Ruling 
of Railroads. 



Transcontinental freight rates will 
be subjected to a general advance (in 
so far as the commodity tariff is con- 

I corned,) on January .IS next. 

I All the transcontinental, roads have 

1 agreed to the advance, and Eastern con- 
necting lines have given their assent. 

' As a result of this agreement between 
the various roads, shippers will find 
that the increased rates will apply to 
nearly every shipment made from the 
>Last to the Pacime Const. The average 
of the advance amounts to 1< 1-- per 
cent. 

Announcement of the new tariff was 
made at Vancouver by .Mr. B. W. Greer, 
general freight agent of the Pacific di- 
vision of the Canadian Pacific railway. 
Knadsi tomehfnfe' t'h'is (territory^ which' 
have agreed to the advance are the Can- 
adian lPucitie, Ureut Northern and 
Northern Pacific. The Union Pacific, 
Saute Fe and Burlington are also an- 
nouncing the increase. The advance 
in commodity rates was decided upon 
ai a general' meeting of traffic agents 
held in Chicago about, a mouth ago. 

"Tlie railroads were forced to ad- 
vance their commodity rates on ac- 
count of the general increase in tlie 
cost of operation of all lines," said Mr. 
tireer in discussing the matter. "For 
years I lie wages ol railroad employees 
all over the country have been steadily 
mounting; the cost of iron and steel lias 
advanced enormously during tlie past 
few years, and lumber used in railroad 
, construction lias also gone up in cost. 
In 'he face of this general increase in 
expenditure on tlie part of the railroads, 
freight rates have ueeu steadily declin- 
ing. Kates in many eases have depreci- 
ated to such a point that on the long 
transcontinental haul the roads have 
been handling freight at a dead loss. I 
do not believe, however, that the con- 
sumer lias been a beneficiary from this 
liberality on the part of the transpor- 
tation lines, as the cost of living has 
not. decreased coincidentally with the 
dropping of railroad tariffs, 

•l.Now that the railroads Hare decided 
to advance the commodity rates, mer- 
chants may find it incumbent upon 
them to slightly increase tue cost of 
their goods, but to the individual con- 
sumer the burden will hardly, be notice- 
able. Finding that it was impossible 
to continue transporting freight at tiie 
old rates, the tariffs were carefully re- 
vised at a meeting of freight irallic 
Officials held ill Chicago, and the new 
tariff represents tiie lowest rates tlie 
roads can possibly afford 10 give under 
the changed conditions of the wage and 
other markets which now confront 
them. Nearly all the Ereignt shipped 
from the East to this Oifist is classed 
under commodity rates. Little ton- 
nage comets within the scope of the 
class, rates. . Practically all freight 
shipped to the Coast will come under 
the application of the new tariff, which 
takes effect on January IS next." 

■As an instance of the application of 
the new tariff, it may b« mentioned 
that the rates on all (ship chandlery 
supplies, with the exesption >•£ marline 
and oakum, are increased JO tier cent. 
On clothing in less than carload lots 
the rate will advance trom $2.00 to $3, 
and on canned corn, peas a:.<! beans 
the 75-cent rate will he replaced by 
one of llo cents, which will only apply- 
to carload shipments. Machinery in 
carload lots advances from .fl.-'o to 
$1.45. The recent ruling which abol- 
ished tlie differential betwcea carload; 
and less than carload lots -m liquor 
shipments will cease to be effective after 
January 18 next, and in lis place will 
conn, a tariff which restores tlie dif- 
ferential, but which also increases gen- 
erally tlie rates on the transportation 
of liquors. 

following the announcement of the 
advance in commodity rates comes the 
Statement from the railroads that 
transportation privileges .le'eloloro ac- 
corded to the agents of shippers ot 
poultry and livestock are to be cur- 
tailed. It has been the practice to per- 
mit shippers of poultry and livestock 
in carload lots to send a man in the 
cur free of charge, and return trans- 
portation has been provided for this 
man gratis. Hereafter the man who 
travels with a carload of poultry or 
livestock will have to pay ins way, and 
he will also have to buy a ticket home 
or walk.
